answer of Spain to the firm note sent 
through Minister "Wcodford last week, 
stating that the condition of Cuban af- 
fairs had become so intolerable that the 
United States f ould not much longer re- 
main inactive toward it, impressed the 
president and ca'uinet officers most fav- 
orably, so much ^o that after the meeting 
it was stated that the outlook waa far 
more assuring: and that Spain had shown 
such a conciliatory tone that it was be- 
lieved she *ould make concession? suf- 
ficient to permit an amicable settlement 
of the strained 
relations 
This was 


qualified, however, by the staterront 
that the danger point has not yet passed, 
and that war, while no longer a prooa- 
bility, was yet a possibility. The presi- 
dent distinctly dlsclO'-od to his asso- 
ciates his purpo'-s to avert war jf it were 
possible with a juit solution of th: C\>- 
ban problem, and he had felt fram the 
disposition manif osted by Spain that this 
just solution could be reached.

Perhaps 
the most significant testimony is that 
showing that the bottom plates on the 
port side of the ill-fa.ted Maine were 
bent inward and upward,, a result that 
hardly could have foildwed anything 
save an explosion from the outside. A 
mass of testimony is submitted showing 
the care exercised on board the ship bjr 
Captain Stgsbee and his officers, and the 
ipparent impossibility of the accident 
occurring from any internal cause, such 
as the halting of the bunkers, spontane* 
ous combustion, or from other causes 
upon which so many theories were based. 
The testimony of Captain Sigsbee is of 
the greatest importance, and is perhaps 
of more general Interest than that of any 
other man called before the board. With 
great care and minuteness he gives an 
account of the management of the ship, 
how she was handled, what was done 
from day to day on board, how she sailed 
into Havana, her anchorage and what 
he knaw about it, end in fact every 
point upon which the government and 
the country desire to be informed Noth- 
ing in Captain Sigsbee's testimony shows 
that the anchorage was changed, or that 
it was considered dangerous by any one. 


Nothing In the testimony fixes re- 


sponsibility, no conspiracy is apparent, 
no knowledge of the planting of a mine 
is shown Captain Sigsbee states that 
a somewhat bitter feeling1 existed against 
the American ships and Americans gen- 
erally, and a witness whose name Is sup- | 
pressed tells of overhearing a conversa- | 
tion among Spanish officers and a citizen 
indicating a foreknowledge of the de- 
struction of the Maine by intention to 
blow h«r up. An official of the American 
consulate tells of inftMWUon received 
anonymously tending to Sliow that a 
conspiracy existed; but nothing IB defi- 
nitely stated which fixes any respon- 
sibility upon Spain or her subjects. 


Second in importance to the testimony 


of Captain Sigsbee is that of Ensign 
Powelson, who had charge of the divers 
and knew from day to day what these 
divers found. This officer was minutely 
informed as to the construction of the 
Maine and everything about her. His 
testimony waa to a certain extent tech- 
nical, bearing upon the construction of 
the shl», her jHates, etc., but it waa from 
these plates and thia technical knowl- 
edge that he waa able to declare that the 
explosion took place from the outside. 
The divers contributed important evi- 
dence. They testified that the plates 
were bent Inward on the bottom port 
side and outward on the starboard aide. 


Lieutenant J6hn J. Blandin, who was

"The report contains declarations 


,nade by ocular witnesses and experts. 
j. rom these statements it clearly de- 
t'uces and proves the absence of all 
hose attendant circumstances which 
are invariably present on the occasion 
*t the explosion of a torpedo. The evi- 
dence of witnesses comparatively close 
iO the Maine at the moment is to the 
effect the* only one explosion occurred; 
that no cofBmn of water was thrown in 
the aoir, that no shock to the side of 
the nearest vessel was felt, nor on land 
\. as any vibration noticed, and that 
no dead fish were found. The evidence 
of the .senior pilot of the harbor states 
that there is abundance of fish in the 
harbor, and this is corroborated by other 
^itno"ses 
The assistant engineer of 


works states that after explosions made 
during the execution of works in the 
harbor he has always found dead fish. 


"The divers were unable to examine 


the bottom of the Maine, which was 
burled In mud, but a careful examina- 
tion of the sidss of the vessel, the rents 
and breaks in which all point outward, 
shows without a doubt that the explo- 
sion was from the inside. 
A minute 


examination of the bottom of the har- 
bor around the vessel shows absolutely 
no sign of the action of a t6rpedo, and 
the judge advocate of the commission 
can find no precedent for the explosion 
of the storage magazine of a vessel by 
a torpedo 


"The report makes clear that owing 


to the special nature of the proceed- 
ings following and the absolute respect 
shown for the extra-territoriality of the 
Maine the commission has been pre- 
vented from making such an examina- 
tiofc of th« sides of the vessel as would 
determine even the hypothesis of the 
internal origin of the accident, this ia 
to be attributed to the regrettable re- 
fusal to permit the ne6essary c6-op*ra- 
tion of the Spanish commission both 
with tfre commander and crew of the 
Maine and the different American offi- 
cers dommii§lon«d to rnveetigtfte the 
cause of th« accident, and later on with 
th6se employ** in salrajr* work. 


"The report finishes by stating that an 


examination of the irislde and outside of 
the Main*, aa s&Oh a9 suoh examination 
may be postlble, at Also «t the bottom 
where the ves»«l rests, will prove that, 
supposing th« remains of the wreck are 
r.ui totally or partially altered in the 
process of •xtrae'tion, the explosion was 
undoubtedly due to some interior cause."

of Selectman Endorsed by the 
Voters—Noel 
Wins the Town 


Clerkship—A Largely Attended 
Meeting—Business 
Transacted 


Quietly and With Dispatch—The 
Town Remains in the No-License 
Column—Officer* and Appropria- 
tions. 


The annual town meeting Monday was 


largely attended, there being special in- 
terest in the contest" for the offices of 
selectmen and town olerk. With the 
general feature* of the campaign all are 
familiar. The citizens caucus saw fit to 
tnrn down two membew of the board of 
seUd men—lu C. Torrey and C. Q. San- 
ford—and nominate in their places Geo. 
H. Frindie of this Tillage and Edward 
Paries of BlaeUnton. Torrey and San- 
ford at oiioa took out nomination papers, 
as did also James McLane of South Wil- 
liamstown, and the result was a race by 
six men tor three places. W. B. Clark 
not being a candidate for town clerk, an 
office lie had acceptably filled tor years, 
left the place open and at the caucuses 
there were three candidates, Edmond B. 
Noel, George W. Nichols and H. J. Kellogg, 
whose votes stood in the order named. 
Mr. Kellogg and Mr. Nichols entered the 
field on nomination papers and as each 
had friends and backing this contest at 
once becama a matter of Interest. 


The meeting was called to order at 10 


o'clock and Charles S. Cole was chosen 
moderator. The poll was opened at once 
and the voting began, the voters coming 
in pretty steadily till about 2 o'clock in 
the afternoon. Teams were sent out after 
voters in all directions and those who did 
not have interest enough to attend other- 
wist were collared and brought in, with 
the result that one of the biggest votes in 
the history of the town was polled. 


At 2 o'clock the articles in the warrant 


were taken up; although the poll waa 
still kept open for straggling voters, a 
good number of whom came in after that 
hour. The counters kept busy in order to 
keep the count as close up to the balloting 
as possible. 


Articles 1 and 2 having been disposed of, 


article 3 waa the next to be taken up. 
This was "To hear the report of the 
selectmen and act thereon," 
After a 


abort debate in which the selectmen were 
criticised by Dr. Bascutn for overdrawing 
accounts and giving too much "out-door" 
relief to the poor, and by George W. Rus- 
sell for what he considered lack of detail 
in the report, it was voted that the report 
be accepted. 


Article 4 was to raise and appropriate 


money for vanning expenses. On motion 
of Dr. Baecom $2000 was appropriated to 
pay a note due to the state. The esti- 
mates of the selectmen were in many in- 
stances pared down by the finance com- 
mittee, whose recommendations were 
invariably adopted, and the appropria- 
tions were made as follows:

Last year the town acted on the ques- 


tion of buying more land for the east 
cemetery, but the matter was not closed 
up. 
G. B. Waterman of the cemetery 


committee explained the situation and 
after some debate it was voted to ratify 
the action of last year, which will add 
about 10 acres to the cemetery at a total 
cost of about $4,000. The lots will be sold 
and in time the town will get its money 
back. 


Under the various articles involving the 


expenditure of money sums were raised 
and appropriated as follows: To extend 
the stone road on Cole avenue to the 
bridge, $2,500; for the purchase of a steam 
road roller, $2,200; for surface drainage,

To clear roadsides of apple-tree worms, 
$40, to be taken from miscellaneous ac- 
count and expended by Dr. John Bascom, 
who championed the movement and 
thought $40 would be sufficient; to trans- 
fer water from present trough on Main 
street to the new one to be provided by 
the Village Improvement society and 
gravel the approach thereto, a sum not to 
exceed $100. , 


It was voted to Instruct the selectmen to 


immediately widen Main street in Black- 
inton, to accept Belden street provided 
there are no legal objections, to accept a 
deed from the president and trustees of 
Williams college and John B. Gala con- 
veying an easement in the way leading 
from Spring street to Dr. A. L. Perry's 
place, to extend the fire district so a» to 
include the village of Blaokinton to the 
town line, to authorize the collector of 
taXM to use all means which a treasurer 
may aw when appointed collector, to ac- 
cept thijary list presented by the select- 
DMI, to authorize the treasurer to borrow 
net exceeding $20,000 in anticipation of the 
taxes, to pay one per cent, for the collec- 
tion of taxes, to allow a discount of 6 per 
cent, on all taxes paid on or before No- 
vember 1, to accept the report of the 
board of hwltb, to abate the poll taxes of 
firemen, to pay the school commute* $25 
each for their services, not to amend the 
by-law calling for the selectmen's re- 
port seven day* before town matting, and 
to take the contract of building the state 
road If any is built in town this year. 
Article 31 and 32, to see if the town would 
adopt by-laws prohibiting expectoration 
on sidewalks and tha floors of public 
buildings, and fait driving in the street*, 
war* promptly dismieted. Oa motion of 
A. B. HaUtlM00anBlttaannnrlloirot.iv- 


ation was con tinned with the same power 
as heretofore. 


Under article 20 it was proposed to do 


away with the superintendent of roads 
and return to the system of highway com- 
missioners. The proposition was voted 
down. 


Article 27, which waa to see if the town 


would accept Church, John and Manning 
streets, was laid on the table, no surveys 
having been filed. 


Article 29 was to see if the town would 


petition the legislature to dissolve the 
Blackmton union school district. After 
some debate it was voted on motion of 
Dr. Bascoin to place the matter in the 
hands of the school committee with in- 
structions ;to do as they thin* best and 
report at the next annual meeting. 


The transaction ot business was very 


expeditious and quiet, not a single ques- 
tion coming up to develop a spirited de- 
bate. The poll was closed at 4.10 and the 
last of the 35 articles in the warrant was 
disposed of before 5.30 o'clock. The count 
was fiuished a little Defore 6.30 and the 
result of the balloting was declared as 
follows.

YOKE. March 29.— [Special.] — The 


exportation of horses to Europe Is going 
nn in undlminished volume in spite of the 
War talk, and so are the sales of horses to 
American buyers, and, what is better from 
the horse breeder's standpoint, prices are 
higher than those of last year by a good, 
substantial percentage. This is particular- 
ly true with regard to animals bred from 
trotting stock, as was shown at tho big 
sale held in the Madison Square Garden 
last week, and it is expected that the aver- 
age for the season will show a general ad- 
vance of from 20 to 25 per cent. 


"The slump in horses that came with 


the boom of the trolley four or five years 
ago," said 
a horse dealer yesterday, 


"caused many breeders to abandon the 
business altogether, and the result is that 
there is now a shortage, especially among 
the farmers, where you would least expect 
it. I know of a shrewd chap whose appre- 
ciation of the situation enabled him to 
make a pretty good thing not long ago. A 
large number of yearlings were put up at 
one ot the recent sales. Now New Yorkers 
have no use for yearlings. They want 
horses that are ready for driving, and the 
colts and flllies were a drug on the mar- 
ket. As soon aa this man saw how cheap- 
ly they were going be stepped to the front 
and bought right and left. After tho sale 
was over he took his string of yearlings 
into the country, where he sold every 
blessed one of them at a profit of from $10 
to |80, according to quality. Of course it 
cost him soinething both \n time and 
money to engineer the deal, but the profit 
realized was very satisfactory. 


A New York Hone Sale. 


A sale of horses in the Madison Square 


Garden ia well worth attending, even if 
you are not a great admirer of man's most 
efficient animal friend. Buyers and fanci- 
ers from all parts of the country and from 
abroad attend, and the accents of the Kon- 
tucbiarj, the western man, the Virginian, 
the New Englander and the European 
are to be heard among those who congre- 
gate inside the exercising ring, on the 
track and in the boxes. It would be hard 
to get together a wore representative group 
of trotting horse experts than one which I 
noticed last week. It included Budd Doble 
and A. J. Feek, who have held tho rib- 
bons over almost every trotter or pacer 
that has made a great record for tho last 
SO or 30 years; Henry Fleischmann and 
Carl \Voess, both from Vienna and heavy 
buyers of American horses; Colonel Kip, 
whose say eo fixes the fashion as to team 
driving here in New York; W. C. Har- 
rington, Jaiuos A. Murphy and several 
others, not so well known to the general 
public perhaps, but all men of consequence 
among trotting horse men. 


It costs a heap of money to carry on a 


sale of horses in the Garden — easily a dol- 
lar a minute, say, for every minute of the 
full 1:4 hours each day. This may seem 
liko a tall statement, but It's all right. 
The use of the garden for any purpose 
cannot be had for less than $1,000 a day. 
Two auctioneers are needed, and their 
regular price is |50 a day each. It costs 
$600 to make the exercising ring, and this 
amounts to $125 a day for a four days' 
sale. These three items, it will be ob- 
served, foot up $1,225 a day, and to thorn 
must be added the advertising and clerical 
expenses, the pay of the laborers, the sta- 
ble boys and the men who show off the 
horses. In all probability the cost of run- 
ning a horse auction in the Garden is con- 
siderably more than $1 a minute. 
The 


men who carry on these auctions get 10 
per cent of the gross sales for their serv- 
ices, and the business has been good 
enough this year to make the business 
profitable. Some years it is otherwise. In 
fact, fow businesses are subject to greater 
fluctuations than this one, which is prob- 
ably the reason only a few concern 3 are 
engaged thoroin. 


Sending Hone* Abroad. 


To one not familiar with the figures (he 


present proportions of the export trado in 
horses arc astonishing. It is a big feature 
with several lines of steamers and a fluc- 
tuating number of tramps besides. A 
horse steamer of the Atlantic Transport 
lino, plying between this port and Lon- 
don, leaves New York every Saturday, 
carrying 350 animals; every Saturday a 
boat of the Wilson Fumess lino, also ply- 
ing between New York and London, sails 
away with 880 horses on board; the weekly 
freight steamers of the White Star lino, sail- 
ing on Tuesdays, take from 800 to 500 each ; 
tho Hamburg-American line's 
freight 


boats, sailing Saturdays, tslft from 350 to 
500 each ; the boats of the Fhosnix line, for 
Antwerp, sailing every other Saturday, 
carry 300 each, and the Wilson line boats 
to London, Glasgow and Hull, sailing 
irregularly, carry horses on nearly every 
trip. 


Horses have been shipped also on the 


boats of the North German Lloyd line, 
but they have generally been animals of 
high degree, purchased for Austrian swells 
by tho Vienna buyer, Flolschrnann, men- 
tioned in the first part of this letter. The 
quarters occupied by thtilo horses and the 
care bestowed upon them must bo the best 
that money can provide, since it is stated 
that as much at $HO has been paid as 
passage money for a single horse. 


Should the rate of shipment indicated 


by tho figures just given be maintained 
through tho entire year, the number of 
horses exported from New York in 1898 
will l)e somewhat In excess ot those sent 
Ibroad in 1807, when the total was 42,070. 


Auction sales of American horses go on 


weekly in Liverpool, London, Glasgow and 
Vienna, nnd irregular sales arc hold In 
nearly every important city on the conti- 
nent. Tho animals are of all grade*, ex-

Taeio bainf a prejudice in that 
country against the use by tbo government 
of any horse not trench brad, tbe authori- 
ties of the renublto purchase almost exclu- 
sively from Trench breeders, but as a mat- 
ter of fact many of the horses so bought 
are bred in America, purchased by the 
breeders, kept for a time on French farmi 
and palmed off on tbo government as na- 
tive horses. In reality this does no harm, 
MS excepting for draft purposes American 
horses are generally superior to the French 
animals.

Why the TJnlted States Was Not a Party 


to That Agreement—A One Sided Com- 
pact lhat Did Not Safeguard Oar In- 
terests. 


WASHINGTON, March 29.—[Special.]— 


Now that war between Spain and tho 
United States seems more imminent than 
ever before, European newspapers are sug- 
gesting that the United States is in bad 
company because this nation refused to 
assent-to the Paris convention abolishing 
privateering 
Nearly all of the maritime 


nations signed this ngreement, the only 
exceptions besides the United States being 
Mesico, Spain 'and Uruguay. Now the 
European papers will have it that if wdr 
comes between the United States and 
Spain we shall be made to suffer severely 
for our refusal to join with the remainder 
of the civilized world in prohibiting priva- 
teering. They say we shall suffer from the 
"piracy" of our foes and that the war will 
be carried on in a disgraceful manner on 
kboth sides 
Some of these criticisms have 


been cabled to this country and have at- 
tracted attention at the bands of interna- 
tional lawyers here. 


It is well to remember, however, that 


privateering is an old and honorable meth- 
od of fighting and that it has produced 
names that stand high upon the roll of 
honor in the achievements of Americans 
upon the high seas. Our prlvataers never 
killed or injured nonresistants, and if we 
are compelled again—as we probably shall 
cot be—to issue letters of marque there 
will be no "piracy" in the sense in which 
that word is generally understood. This 
country has no necessity to go to school to 
any or all the nations of Europe in order 
to learn lessons in humanity. We do not 
fight unless necessity—the paramount ne- 
cessity of defending our honor, our right 
to our proper place in the family of na- 
tions—compels us to do so. And when 
that time comes we shall uae our avail- 
able resources. 


Further than this, a study of the reasons 


that led to the adoption of the Paris con- 
vention and to the refusal of the United 
States to agree to it, shows conclusively 
that there is no necessity for any Ameri- 
can to blush for his country's action. 


The Fmrl* Convention. 


The Paris convention was adopted in 


1856, during the Crimean war between 
Russia on the one hand and England, 
France and Sardinia on the other. It waa 
originated by the fear that Russia would 
issue letters of marque to the great fleeljs of 
American merchant ships, commissioning 
them to prey on English and French com- 
merce. 


In 1856 Lord Clarendon, British prime 


minister, proposed to Mr. Buchanan, our 
minister to London, that the United States 
should agree to a treaty between France 
and Great Britain, providing that "all dap 
tains of privateers and their crews should 
be considered as pirates, who, being sub- 
jects or citizens of one of the three nations 
who were neutral, should cruise against 
either of the three others when belliger- 
ent." 


Mr. Buchanan made a good many ob- 


jections* to this proposition, the chief being 
that what was very advisable for Great 
Britain, with her huge navy, would be 
very inadvisable for us with our small 
navy. Privateers would in some sort, bal- 
ance the superiority between tho two. 


President Pierce, in his second annual 


message to congress said: "Should the 
leading powers of Europe concur in pro- 
posing to exempt private property on the 
high sess from seizure by public armed 
ertnaera, as well •• by privateers, the Unit- 
ed States will readily meet them on that 
broad ground." Later an amendment to 
tho Paris convention to this effect wag 
offered by the United States as tho price of 
its adherence and was declined by the oth- 
er nations. 


A One Sided Convention. 


It is evident that the European nation 


wished to go just far enough to protect 
themselves and not far enough to protect 
the United States. When wo proposed the 
extension of the principle so as to protect, 
ourselves they backed out. That is all i 
there is to it. 
] 


However, it is more than probable thati 


the Paris convention is BO drawn that its 
provisions can be evaded except in the 
most objectionable forms. 
i 


Privateers nro of four classes—(i) nsral 


officers commissioned to Command private 
vessels; (2) merchant vessels under civilian 
officers, commissioned to cruise against 
the enemy; (8) merchant vesncla cruising 
without a commission; (4) vessels of neu- 
tral states, commissioned by a belligerent 
to cruise against another belligerent. 


Class 1 is generally held not to bo for- 


bidden by tho Paris convention, and class 
3 is merely modified by it. In 1870, when 
Franco and Germany were at war, the 
king of Prussia invited all Gormnn ship-

Tho 
officers and crews were to enter the navy 
for the war, wear its uniform, take an 
oath to the articles of war and cruise as an 
auxiliary navy. France at once protested 
to Great Britain against this as an evasion 
of the Paris convention, but Great Britain 
held that it was not such. 


Class 3 is already forbidden by interna- 


tional law, or if not forbidden is so very 
questionable that it has fallen into utter 
disuse. 


Class 4 also seems to be prohibited in 


oases by the same law without refer- 


ence to the Paris convention. 


During out war with Mesico that coun 


try sent out agents to Europe, particularly 
to Spain, with hundreds of blank com- 
missions to be issued to any one who 
wanted them, constituting them privateers 
to prey on American commerce. Secretary 
Buchanan at onoe wrote to our ministers 
in Europe refusing to recognize these com- 
missions and waining those acting under 
them that they would be tried as pirates.

.servants, but after her marriage, when 
she was in the midst ot a discussion 
of this never ending subject and re- 
minded by a friend of her former- re- 
marks, said, "I wonder that they talk 
about anything else" The business 


\ 
matt engaging a clerk pays him for 
certain work and expects him to be 
capable of doing that work. He needs 
a competent bookkeeper. Numbers ap- 
pear to apply for the situation. Each 
tells of his experience, his ability, and 
offers his references. The business man 
engages that one who seems to be most 
competent, most healthy and about 
whom the best words are said by a 
former employer, who gives a reasona- 
ble excuse for having dismissed him 
from his employ. That man expects 
that in a few days his bookkeeper will 
have learned the special methods of the 
establishment and be a competent 
workman. He knows that he would >not 
dare to pose as a first class bookkeeper 
unless he was one. He understands 
that a business man does not write a 
•reference for an employee unless it is

employer would 


think-the world was coming to an end 
if, -at the end of the first day, the man 
engaged to keep the books announced 
that he did not know very much about 
them, but that he was very good at 
putting corks in cologne bottles.

house or a small flat in some great city, 
is overflowing with hope about the wo- 
man who, while we employ her, will 
yet help make the house a home. Each 
cf us means to be good to her, and each 
of us wants to maka her happy, How 
does she meet this desire on the part 
of the mistress? The average servant 
regards the average mistress as her 
natural enemy. Kindness she consid- 
ers aa nothing more than hef right. 
Sympathy she suspects, and gratitude 
Is something unknown to her. 
Oh, I 


know there have been faithful servants 
and there are good servants, but once 
in awhile the mistress has a right to 
speak, especially now, when the papers 
and journals are overflowing with arti- 
cles from the side of the employee! 
You and I, %vho engage one girl, ar- 
range for her a comfortable bedroom. 
-There la a chest in it which contains 
a sufficient number of sheets, pillow- 
cases and towels especially dedicated to 
thla room.

to straighten it?

meet a domestic servant who counts 
her word as worth something and who 
ddes not claim to be able to do every- 
thing. But why is it that all are so 
positively unwilling to learn? If you 
and I were to go out as cooks, we would 
make an effort to be the very best of 
cooks so that we might make the 
greatest amount of money.

Perhaps you not 
only gave your time and your very self, 
but you spent a great deal of money on 
this woman, who was ill when she came 
to you. T\»o weeks after, when you 
were tired out from general nursing 
and hoped to bo able to rest a little, 
this young woman appeared and in- 
formed juu that she intended to leave 
that afternoon. You said: "What, Mag- 
gie:

But 
Caroline. Maggie or Jane does not ap- 
preciate the blessing of personal clean- 
liness. She thinks it all nonsense. 


Perhaps you think this is severe, you 


who have not been the mistress of a 
manse or a fiat. But to wrestle, lit- 
erally and physically, day in and day 
out, with ignorance, ingratitude, lazi- 
ness and slovenliness and a certain 
particularly impertinent self 
satisfac- 


tion is more than merely difficult. It 
is time somebody spoke for the mis- 
tress. What can you or I, we who are 
just ordinary women, do? I'll tell you 
what I do—just make the best of a 
bad bargain. I realize that the maid 
in my kitchen is capable of Just so 
miic-h that is good and of much that.is 
indifferent. 
I have long ago learned 


that if I allow myself to have a feeling 
of friendship for any special maid I am 
soing; to have my heart hurt. But I 
would rather have my heart hurt than 
allow mysflf to grow hard hearted. You 
and I. who try to live good lives, never 
refuse to allow a maid to go to which- 
ever church she pleases or to have time 
to give proper attention to her religious 
duties, but when she claims to "he a 
church member surely we have a right 
to expect something that is good from 
her. We must set ihe example; but, that' 
given, certainly there should be enough 
womanliness in her to follow in the 
right path. 


erary, social and political clubs proving 
the fact. 


In no department have -women's tal- 


ents been so fully recognized as in 
music, but up to a short time ago they 
received recognition only as solo per- 
formers, the experiment of welding a 
number of them together for ensemble 
playing never .having been tried. 


In Europe for quite a number of 


years women orchestras have been 
quite common, Germany being prolific 
in such organizations. Verona, that 
city of decadent prosperity commercial- 
ly, is still the home ot music, the 
largest theater there boasting of a 
fine orchestra. Although the members 
are of the male sex, the conductor's 
baton is wielded by Mme. Rieschi, who 
has made quite a reputation as an im- 
presario. 
In unprogressive Italy the 


spectacle of a woman leading a number 
of men seems an anomaly, for women 
all over that little kingdom are still 
dominated by the sterner sex. They are, 
however, fast ridding themselves of the 
shackles of custom and are shaping 
their lives according to their own incli- 
nations. 


A few women's orchestras, mostly 


composed cf Germans, have played in 
beer saloons and some ordinary the- 
aters in New York. 
Their influence 


was trifling and their members few. 


Orchestral work for women in Amer- 


ica opens a new field for those endow- 
ed with a good musical education. 


Mrs. Marietta Sherman Raymond of 


Boston was the first American to con- 
ceive the idea of banding her own sex 
into a musical organization. This she 
successfully accomplished, and under 
her able leadership the Beacon Hill 
Orchestral club prospered. Most of the 
performers are American girls who 
have recfivcd their education in the 
New England conservatory. They clear- 
ly demonstrate the ability of women to 
succeed in this sphere of work. 


These ladies seldom play out of New 


England, their time being fully occu- 
pied with engagements in and around 
Boston. 
During the summer they de- 


light audiences at the large watering 
places, giving concerts at Mount Mc- 
Gregor and other resorts. These mu- 
sicians dress tastefully and present a 
more interesting appearance than the 
same number of black coated men. Mrs. 
Raymond, a fine looking woman, is 
dignified and tactful, ruling her little 
band with rare judgment and conduct- 
ing with skill. 


She is a thorough musician, is one ot 


ductor, composer, piano virtuoso and 
instructor. Mr. Lachmund occupies an 
enviable position among the musicians 
of America, and his compositions have 
been played by Seidl, Thomas, the Ber- 
lin Philharmonic and other societies. 


When he conceived the idea of or- 


I ganizing a woman's orchestra, a unique 
| departure in New York, he realized that 
it would not be an easy task. The so- 


I ciety was, however, inaugurated under 
distinguished auspices, with Mrs. Nich- 
olas Fish, a liberal and aristocratic wo- 
man, as president, while Mme. Camilla 


Urso, the pioneer woman violinist, was 
made honorary vice president, a fitting 
ribute to bestow on a woman who has 
always advocated the supremacy of her 
sex. Mrs. William C. Whitney, wife of 
the ex-secretary of the navy; Mrs. 
George De Forest, Mrs. John C. Wil- 
merding and other wealthy devotees to 
the art of music are numbered among 
the vice presidents and patronesses. 
The active members are all professioi al 
musicians. 


Among the eminent founders are Mrs. 


Elizabeth Cady Stanton, Mrs. Henry 
Villard, Mrs. Albert Morris Bagby and 
other people of brains and fashion. 


Miss Martina Johnson, the well known 


Swedish violinist; Miss Leontine Gaert- 
ner, the Hungarian violoncello virtuoso, 
and others well known in the domain 
of music are among the soloists. 


Under the patronage of people re- 


nowned in the world of art and fashion 
the Woman's String orchestra gave its 
initial concert and scored a success. 
The enthusiastic performers played en- 
tirely on instruments pertaining to the 
violin family, the cello, viola and vio- 
lin. The ensemble playing was fine, the 
music being rendered with taste, skill 
and infinite artistic feeling. The or- 
chestra found favor with even the most 
carping critics and dispelled the fallacy 
in regard to the difficulty of organizing 
a number of women for concerted work. 


String orchestral music is. one of the 


loftiest forms of musical art and has 
been recognized as such by the great 
masters of harmony all over the world. 
That a number of young women should 
so distinguish themselves in this line 
was a surprise even to those who be- 
lieved that, given the same opportuni- 
ties, a woman is as capable of attaining 
the same heights as her masculine ri- 
vals. 


The aim of the Woman's String or- 


chestra is toward the promotion of a 
cultivated taste for music and to afford 
ambitious young women a wider field 
than has hitherto been accorded them. 
Women have, as a rule, been debarred 
from positions in theater orchestras and 
can find occupation only in those or- 
ganizations where women are employed. 


Mme. 
Camilla Urso pays a glowing 


tribute to the worth of her sex when she 
says, "Indeed there is much excellent 
talent among women of the kind re- 
quired that needs but an opportunity to 
be heard." 


Twenty years ago there were but few 


women who could wield the bow deftly, 
violinists being rare and women cellists 
totally unknown. Today the efficiency 
of the ladies who play on stringed in- 
struments is acknowledged the world 
over. 


The Woman's String orchestra per- 


forms the most difficult classic music 
with as much ease as an orchestra 
composed of men musicians, even their 
rivals conceding the fact. Aside from 
classic and modern works, the society 
presents new compositions hy eminent 
composers residing in America, each of 
the last named works being conducted 
by the composer himself. 


The Woman's String orchestra is an 


exclusive society, its concerts not being 
open to the general public. As it is the 
aim of the orchestra to popularize 
string music, the yearly membership fee 
has been placed at S10. This entitles 
members to tickets for four yearly con- 
certs. About 300 people are comprised 
in the membership. New members can 
only be admitted on the recommenda- 
tion of a member. Over 30 women per- 
formprs are enrolled upon the books, 
these young women promising to do all 
in their power to further the society's 
artistic aims. 


Outside of the regular performances 


the orchestra has been invited to play 
at a number of private chamber con- 
certs in the homes of rich wo'men ap- 
preciating music.

About 


Traditions and superstitions in con-

He names a num- 
ber that are either no longer found of 
else they are creations of his imagina- 
tion. 
Leonardus states that the ale- 


coria not alone renders a man invisible, 
but "being held in the mouth allays 
thirst." The stone, doubtless of bis 
fancy, is found in the intestines of ft 
capon that has lived seven years. Again 
he tells of the bozoar, a red, dusty, brit- 
tle and -light stone, which is taken from 
the body of some animal and is infalli- 
ble against melancholy.

Queen Elizabeth with wearing a bozoar. 


Four famous rings of historical inter- 


est were those presented by Pope Inno- 
cent to King John. The monarch was 
urged to note with extreme care tha 
shape of the rings, their number, color 
and matter. The number, four, being a 
square, typified firmness of mind, fixed 
steadfastly on the four cardinal vir- 
tues. The blue of the sapphire denoted 
faith; the green of the emerald, hope; 
the crimson of the ruby, charity, and 
the splendor of the topaz, good works. 
The rings themselves represented eter- 
nity, with neither beginning nor end; 
gold, which was the material, and, ac- 
cording to Solomon, the most precious 
of metals, signified wisdom, more to be 
desired than riches and power.
